The acreage bonus for the grain 
growing farmers of the prairies will 
be on the basis of 75c an acre on 
half the cultivated area on any 
one farm, Agriculture Minister Gar- 
diner said. 

The bonus is part of the plan to 
freeze commodity prices and wages 
aod will be in addition to any bonus- 
es the prairie farmers receive under 


theP FAA. 


No farmer may obtain the bonus 
on more than 200 acres [it will 
not be necessary for farmers who 
have put in claims under the P F. 
A.A because of crop failures to 
make additional claims for the new 
bonus. Seventy-five cents an acre 
will automatically be added to their 
other bonus, 

Other farmers, however. will be 
required to put in their applicationa 
to the municipal clerk in their dis- 
trict and in the ease of unorganized 
territories the appiication should go 
direct to the provincial officer in 
in charge of the district,

Hope To Be Able To Immunize 
People Against Influenza 

Dr. FE. H. Cluver, director of the 

South African Institute of Medical 


Research, said that his researchers 
were certain they had isolated the 
organism that causes the epidemic 
form of influenza 

“Work still remains to be done,” 
he said “It is necesary to carry 
out counter checks to satisfy the

“But, having isolated the organ-

Cancer Clinies Have

and Edmonton. Each clinic is mann- 
ed by a surgeon, a physician, a radio- 
logist and a pathologist. 

The Alberta Branch of the Canad- 
ian Society for the Control of Cancer 
has offered its wholehearted co-oper- 
ation to the Provincial Cancer Clinics
